As a proof of this we read in 
the 20th verse, ““And when 
he hath made an end of re- 
conciling the holy place, and 
the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and the altar, he shall 
bring the live goat,”” already 
referred to above in the chap- 
ter, and Aaron had to lay his 
hands upon the head of. this 
live goat, and confess over him 
all the iniquities of the child- 
ren of Israel, and all their 
transgressions and all their 
sins, putting them upon the 
head of the goat, and send 
him away into the wilderness. 
‘And the goat shall bear up- 
on him all theiriniquities un- 
to a land not inhabited: and 
he shall let go the goat in the 
wilderness.’’ 

Verse 22. After this is done. 
Aaron went into the taber- 
nacle and offered his burnt 
offering and the burnt. offer- 
ing forthe people and made 
an atonement for himself. and 
for the people. Aid he burnt 
the fat of the sin offering on 
thealtar. “‘And the bullock
